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Breeding Holstein-Friesians Co-operatively 
By PROF. J. H. SHEPPERD 


to work with and for time to work. 

The Father of Stock Breeding, Robert Bakewell 
1725-1794, made the greatest stride in the production of 
improved livestock of anyone in all the history of breeds. 
He made over Leicester sheep, the English cart-horse 
and long-horned cattle from the old, late maturing, ill- 
feeding type to something approaching modern, early 
maturing, easy feeding cattle and sheep of the present 
day. Bakewell did not give out his plans and the most 
of his information was buried with him. It is known, 
however, that he rode the countryside far and wide, that 
he hired out his sires to his neighbors with the agreement 
that he should take back such offspring as suited him. 
It is believed that Bakewell was able to build up his 
breeds of livestock by reason of having a large number 
to select from. Nearly all of the improved breeds of 
animals have come from limited territorial regions where 
all of the animals kept were of the same breed and type. 
The English quite commonly call a county a shire and 
the names of many of the breeds indicate that they were 
county breeds—Shropshire, Berkshire, Yorkshire, Devon- 
shire, Herefordshire, Lincolnshire, are examples. Tees 
Water, or Shorthorn cattle from along the river Tees; 
the Suffolk Punch horse came from the county of Suffolk; 
Cotswold from the Cotswold Hills; Jerseys from the Is- 
land of Jersey; Guernseys from the Island of Guernsey; 
Black Faced Heath sheep from the Highlands of Scot- 
land; Romney Marsh sheep from the district from which 
it is named, and the Percheron horse from the county 
of La Perch, France. The Merino breed of sheep was 
divided into flocks known as estrantes and transhumantes 
signifying stationary and nomadic flocks, The former

were pastured in one place; the latter moved by seasons to 
fresh pastures. It is said that the flocks of the trans- 
humantes were so large that great packs of wolves fol- 
lowed living on the natural loss of sheep by age and 
ordinary casualties. The Holstein-Friesian, a Dutch cow, 
comes from the district in which the Romans found cattle 
commonly kept in the time of Caesar. 

This list of livestock coming from territorial regions 
where the same breed was kept within a county form 
convincing evidence that there was something about the 
keeping of a large number of the same type and breed 
that had a tendency to develop desirable types. It is the 
common belief that the mere association of large num- 
bers of animals of the same breed in the territorial region 
limited enough for an alert breeder to ride the country- 
side and select the type or the list of stock that conform 
to a particular standard accounts for the enduring ex- 
cellence of the breeds and types which have resulted. 

With these historical results in mind a cattle breed- 
ing circuit was conceived as a means of improving the 
present breed of Holstein-Friesian cattle and of adapt- 
ing them especially to the Great Plains conditions. The 
Holstein-Friesian Cattle Breeding project at New Salem, 
North Dakota, was instituted a little over six years ago 
in the vicinity of the town of New Salem. The 14 mem- 
bers of the circuit are living on farms located within a 
radius of 12 miles. The New Salem Circuit members 
were plain, new country farm dairymen located in the 
West Missouri Country in North Dakota. They are 
Germans in descent and went into the New Salem country 
during the first settlement of this state. They had a hard 
time to live and commenced keeping cows and making 
butter individually. After a little time they started a

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co-operative creamery and got a Minnesota young man, 
R. F. Flint, for a buttermaker. (Mr. Flint is now State 
Commissioner of Agriculture and Labor.) Their cream- 
ery was very successful and they learned to co-operate 
in every way. 

Breeding purebred cattle and caring for such stock 
was new to them when the circuit work was begun. They 
had to improve their barns and general equipment, learn 
to grow alfalfa, learn proper summer care, (they are bet- 
ter winter than summer dairymen) to balance rations and 
to add silos to their equipment. They had learned to 
work together before the breeding circuit was started. 
They have shown some disposition to co-operate in their 
farming and business enterprises. While the improve- 
ment of Holstein-Friesian cattle breeding was and is the 
primary object of this project a study of the possibilities 
of rural co-operation is an additional feature. In that line 
I will diverge long enough to mention that they have a 
successful co-operative insurance company, two co-opera- 
tive creameries and a threshing machine owned and oper- 
ated on a co-operative basis between nine of the men. 
They buy their silos and some of their other permanent 
improvements as they did their cattle in carload lots. 

On the first day of May, 1916, they had 236 purebred 
Holstein-Friesian cattle on the New Salem circuit. The 
breeding circuit agreement is an extended article but the 
essential points of it are that a representative of the 
United States Department of Agriculture, a representative 
of the North Dakota Experiment Station and the presi- 
dent of the local Holstein-Friesian Breeding Circuit shall 


constitute a committee of three to decide what stock shall. 


be purchased, what stock shall be sold from the circuit, 
what sires shall be used, order an exchange of sires when 
deemed advisable or to order the sale or exchange of 
females in order to bring the desired blood lines together. 

As the leader in the project, it has been my privilege 
and duty to spend a considerable time on the data which 
the records of these cows are making available. It goes 
without saying that it is a difficult matter to measure the 
breeding power of the various individual cattle owned on 
the circuit. Such a record has been kept for six years and 
considerable data accumulated and classified. 

As a result of study of the blood lines and the rec- 
ords I have this year ordered that the females belonging 
to five different owners be bred to sire Hengerveld 
Ormsby De Kol 41084, calved July 12, 1905, a half brother 
of the sire of Duchess Skylark Ormsby 124154, the world’s 
champion butter cow whose record is 1,205.9 pounds of 
butterfat in 365 days, which record was made at the age 
of 5 years 3 days. 

As a measure of the production of these cows I have 
used the requirements of the Holstein-Friesian Advanced 
Registry Association with the exception that I] have re 
quired the cows to make their record during the calender 
years instead of adopting the Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ 
Association requirement for Advanced Registry which is 
that the cow may make the record in any consecutive 365 
days during her lifetime. I follow the Holstein-Friesian 
Breeding Association plan by rating the requirement ac- 
cording to the age of the cow. The requirement is that 
a cow two years old or under at the beginning of the test 
must make a yearly record of 250.5 pounds of butterfat. 
A three-year-old at the opening of the test, 287 pounds 
butterfat. A four-year-old, 323.5 pounds butterfat; a cow 
five years old or over, 360.0 pounds of butterfat. An in- 
crease of a tenth of a pound per day for all time in ex- 
cess of the requirement for the even year, adjusts it to 
each individual cow for her particular age. 

I have assumed, as the Advanced Registry standard 
does that the cow which has made this advanced standard 
requirement is in the class which it merits whether she 
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is able to repeat the performance again durin 
time, or whether she has ever come up to that standard 
before the year on which the record was made or not 

For comparison of the cows, or a measure of th 
hereditary power of their ancestry, I have divided re 
entire list into four classes as follows: ‘ 

L Those which have exceeded the A. R, O. require. 
ment for their age. 

2. Those which have come within 40 pounds of this 
Advanced Registry standard. 

3. Those between 40 and 100 pounds below the Ad- 
vanced Registry standard. 

4. Those more than 100 pounds below the Advanced 
Registry standard. 

That progress is being made is shown by the fact 
that in 1910 three cows made Class No. 1 in their record: 
in 1911, two cows made Class No. 1; in 1912, two cows 
made Class No. 1; in 1913, two cows made Class No, 1; 
in 1914, eight cows made Class No. 1; in 1915, 13 cows 
made Class No. 1. In similar fashion the cows are get. 
ting out of the fourth or poorest class. 

In 1914, e. g., six cows on the circuit were listed in 
the fourth class, while in 1915, only one cow was listed in 
the fourth class. 

Unfortunately, I cannot attribute all of this change 
to the breeding of the cows as our co-operators are im- 
proving their facilities for housing, their care and the 
feed supply which is given. How much of the improve. 
ment is due to these causes would be difficult to measure. 

While the records of the circuit for the individyal 
cows now represent a great mass of data the classif- 
cation of which requires hundreds of calculations as a 
matter of preparing it for tabulation, the fact remains 
that six years on a cattle breeding problem is so short a 
time that I really have no adequate measure of the hered- 
itary strength of any individual sire or dam that is now 
or has been at any time on the circuit. I, therefore, have 
dropped back to a consideration of the blood lines of the 
Holstein-Friesian animals, occurring most frequently in 
the pedigrees of the first class cows that have been in the 
trial. I have attempted to weigh the relative importance 
of these different individuals. The first three ranking 
sires are of the same blood, or in other words, the ani- 
mal, Sir Ormsby Hengerveld De Kol 31212, is the sire 
of Sir Ormsby Hengerveld De Kol 2d 41084, and of Hen- 
gerveld Ormsby De Kol 41085. This sire, 31212, is repre- 
sented 17 times; 15 times as grandsire and twice as sire 
of the better producing cows on the circuit. His blood 
lines are proving effective in butter production. His two 
sons are also showing well in the trial. 

A breeding problem with livestock that requires six 
years of breeding circuit time for a single generation to be 
brought to maturity makes it possible to accomplish com- 
paratively little in the average tenure of office of the 
worker or even the lifetime of an experimenter. The 
problem is so vital, however, that the North Dakota Ex- 
periment Station has seen fit to start this project and | 
sincerely hope that it will continue for at least half a 
century as I cannot see how conclusive results can be ob- 
tained in a shorter time.

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Florida’s Holstein-Friesian Opportunity 


By A. A. 


LORIDA is awakening to her opportunities, foremost 
F among which is the dairy industry, resulting from 

the cattle tick eradication campaign which is being 
waged in that state. 

The livestock and agricultural development of the 
state has been slow, owing to the presence of cattle ticks 
of the margaropus annulatus variety, which are carriers 
of the Texas fever micro-organisms, and dairying in par- 
ticular almost became a lost art within recent years. 

The government’s census statistics show that only 
35.1 per cent of all the farms reported dairy products of 
any kind during the year 1909, and that the average milk 
production per cow was only 108 gallons per year, whic 
was 65 gallons per cow lower than the next lowest aver- 
age for any state in the Union. 

The low average resulted from continued inbreeding 
of the stock, combined with loss of blood to the ticks, 
as it was not profitable to import susceptible cattle from 
above the quarantine line, owing to the heavy death loss 
of those animals from Texas fever. 

An attempt has been made to operate so-called dairies 
near the large cities to supply fresh milk for their needs, 
but the class of cows as a rule are very inferior and the 
milk production 
low.

One of the first dairymen in the state to recognize ¢} 
merit of the Holstein breed was J. C. DeBevoise of te 
sonville, who purchased a purebred bull several years 
ago to breed up his future herd. He owned the usual 
grade of mongrel dairy cows. which were the best that 
could be obtained, from which he had been losing a con. 
siderable proportion of the calves to the ticks each season 

But when his Holstein-cross heifers contributed their 
quota to the Texas fever disease, he decided to install , 
dipping vat and was one of the first owners in the state 
to dip his cattle, beginning in 1913, 

He became convinced that the Holstein-Friesians are 
the money-making milch cows in Florida, so this year took 
a chance on importing four head of young purebred stock 
from Wisconsin, as the foundation for a breeding herd.

So much for 
the conditions of supply and demand. There is no danger 
of overproduction for years to come, : 

Early this year a convention of progressive business 
men was held at Tampa to consider the best means to 
follow in develoning the agricultural resources of the 
state, and the consensus of opinion there expressed re- 
sulted in organizing the Florida Cattle Tick Eradication 
Committee of the Southern Settlement and Development 
Organization. 

This committee was assured the financial backing of 
the bankers, large land owners, railroads and other inter- 
est, for a three years’ campaign, and organized in May 
by electing P. L. Sutherland as manager. Early in June 
they started an educational campaign through the med- 
iums of daily papers, weekly napers and the farm journals, 
to show every one in the state how they will profit by 
tick eradication, and this campaign is still being carried on. 

Previous to the organization of this committee no 
systematic tick eradication work had been carried on 
throughout the state, although two and one-half counties 
in the southern part of the state were released from 
quarantine in March of this year. 

On October first, the Bureau of Animal Industry 
opened their Florida headquarters in Jacksonville, with 
Dr. E. M. Nighbert, inspector in charge, and a sufficient 
number of assistants to energetically carry on tick eradi- 
cation work in all parts of the state. 

A large number of vats have been built by private 
owners during the summer and considerable stock has 
been dipped without federal supervision, for the purpose

the 1913 Nation- 
al Dairy Show in Chicago. She also has a record of 29 
pounds of butter in seven days, in the three-year-old 
class, thus combining type with ability to produce. 

Three heifers nine months old make up his female 
herd, as follows:

with a record as a 10-year-old of 25 pounds of butter in 
seven days, and 15,000 pounds of milk for the year. 

Ollie Johanna Hengerveld 2d, out of Ollie Johanna 
Hengerveld, wi h a record as a four-year-old of 22 pounds 
of butter in seven days. 

Agatha Pontiac Buttermaid, out of Agatha Butter- 
maid, with a record of 12 pounds of butter in seven days 
at the age of 1 year and 11 months, 

Mr. DeBevoise has joined the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America and says that as soon as his section 
of the state is released from Texas fever quarantine he 
will invest in a number of the best cows obtainable. He 
has found it advantageous to raise crops for his stock 
and has one of the first silos erected in the state. His 
premises are tick free and he has discontinued turning 
any of this stock on the open range. 

Probably the largest number of Holsteins on one 
Florida farm are owned by Bright Brothers near Miami. 
They bought some Everglade land before it was drained 
and after getting the water off decided to make it a 
dairy farm. There were no ticks on that land, so they 
took steps to prevent it from becoming tick-infested, and 
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Lolstein.

growth on the ground was crab grass, which makes as much as a ton 
of hay to the acre after the corn is cut. 


One cannot judge the agricultural opportunities of a 
country by what it has not done. Less than 15 per cent 
of the tillable land in Florida is under cultivation, but the 
Florida Agricultural Experiment Station has done fine 
work in the past few years, demonstrating that numerous 
variéties of tame pasture grasses and forage crops can 
be grown on the various soils, and at present are pushing 
the use of silos to conserve the full feeding value of the 
corn crop. 

For the first time in the history of the state, Florida 
this year has a surplus of corn and is shipping quantities 
to other states. Yields of 60 to 80 bushels per acre are 
not unusual and boys in the corn growing clubs have to 
get above the 100 bushel mark to even get a look in at 
the long list of prizes. 

The greatest need of the state is diversified farming 
with high bred dairy cattle to convert the waste forage 
into ready money. While large areas are suitable for spe- 
cialized vegetable crop operations, there always is some 
waste, which tick-free cattle can utilize, and the heavy 
commercial fertilizer bills can be greatly reduced if there 
is some animal made fertilizer to spread over the land. 
The presence of cattle ticks has been a menace of seri- 
ous proportions, but there is no doubt that their days 
are numbered and high grade and purebred cattle will then 
be profit makers for the farmers. 


Florida has an unlimited and unfailing water supply 
of greatest purity, and the rain fall is generous. 

There are a large number of sorghums, both sac- 
charine and non-saccharine, which yield from 5 to 19 tons 
of green forage per acre and from 500 to 2,000 pounds 
of grain per acre. 

In the clovers and grasses there are a large variety, 
practically all of the clovers doing well, with cowpeas, 
velvet beans, soy beans, Rhodes grass, Bermuda grass 
and others adaptable to all sections of the state. Para

[Editor’s Note: Right in connection with this mat 
ter is a letter to Mr. Sutherland from Supt. Gardn ‘ 
Mr. Sutherland rightly says: - 

“Cows cannot feed cattle ticks and make large milk 
yields, too. That is the reason there is such a 5 
of fresh milk and dairy products in Florida. The ticks 
get their share first and we get what is left. Our dairy 
cattle are generally classed as mongrel stock but mtd 
presence of cattle ticks in quarantine territory prevents 
the profitable importation of high grade dairy or bee; 
cattle from above the quarantine line.” 

We are very glad to quote Mr. Gardner’s letter: 

“Florida is the only state in the Union in which, as 
far as Holstein-Friesian cattle go, no advanced registra- 
tion work has vet been done. 

“T have held for a long time that there was no reason 
why the southern states should not produce their own 
supplies of dairy products, except for the presence in 
certain sections of the cattle tick. With the tick eradj- 
cated, Holstein-Friesian cattle would be a most valuable 
asset to Florida; for not only is a Holstein-Friesain cow 
able to produce the largest amount of dairy products of 
any of the dairy breeds, but also they make most excel- 
lent beef. 

“The Nebraska Agricultural College found that Hol- 
stein-Friesian steers produced beef quite as cheaply as did 
the beef breeds, and that the difference in the quality of 
the meat was not worth mentioning, 

“A Holstein bull lately sold in the St. Paul market for 
beef brought $162; while it is not at all remarkable when 
Holstein-Friesian cows bring close to $100 for beef. Of 
— it is only the larger cows that bring as much as 
that. 

“So if you succeed in eradicating the tick from Flor- 
ida, and there is no reason why you should not succeed. 
you could not find any breed better adapted to the pur- 
pose of Florida farmers than is the Holstein-Friesian. 
I understand that there are few herds of our cattle in 
Florida, and that one of the most noted of these is in 
the Everglades.”’] 


The Kansas Free State Fair

DEAL weather, with bright skies and cool air, proved 
conclusively that the free fair idea is a success, not 
only from the point of view of popularity, which the 
exhibitor considers, but also financially which is impor- 
tant to the men behind the undertaking. Last year almost 
constant rain failed to reduce the crowds below the mini- 
mum where the exhibitor figured he had his expense for 
nothing and his animals were slighted by the sight seers. 

This year the only complaint heard was that there 
were so many people examining the animals that the 
owners were unable to spend as much time describing 
their stock to individuals as they could have desired. 

During the five days of the fair, from Monday, 
September 11th, until Friday evening, when the fair 
proper closed, over 225,000 people visited the grounds and 
examined the exhibits. There was no charge at the gates, 
everybody came in free and got a royal welcome. The 
only charge made was for grandstand and bleacher seats 
and the quarter stretch for the races and the horse shows. 
Everything else was absolutely free. 

The fair management paid all expenses—the awards 
are paid by the county and state appropriations for that 
purpose—and had a good sized surplus left over with 
which to improve the grounds and prepare for next year’s 
show. 

The class of the exhibits in all lines was above the 
average, this being particularly true of the livestock ex- 
hibits, including all breeds of cattle, horses, sheep and

Please mention the Holstein-Friesian World when writing to our advertisers 
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swine. The dairy cattle made an exceptionally fine show- 
ing, but beef cattle also were well represented. Holsteins, 
Brown Swiss, Guernseys and Jerseys were the class in the 
dairy department, 

The judging in the dairy division was done by Wil- 
liam Forbes, of Waterloo, Iowa, and he gave excellent 
service, according to exhibitors, who declared they were 
well satisfied with his work. 

Plans are already under way for the 1917 free fair in 
Topeka and from the interest manifested by all exhibitors, 
the promptness in payment of prize money and the huge 
crowds that filled the barns every day it seems certain 
that livestock exhibits will be greatly increased next year. 
There is considerable talk among the fair managers re- 
garding the advisability of erecting a new livestock pa- 
vilion. Already there are two, built of concrete, one for 
cattle, and the other for horses, but it is felt that another 
is needed as several overflow tents were used this year 
and dozens of nurse cows had to be kept outside the barns 
because there was no room for them inside. Another pa- 
vilion for cattle, it is believed, will afford room for every 
animal brought to the fair and the management is very 
anxious to have all animals well taken care of while they 
are here. 

Five breeders were represented in the Holstein ex- 
hibit and some classy animals were shown. This popular 
breed of dairy cattle had its largest representation at a 
Topeka fair in the history of the fair. The animals were 
all of high class and created much favorable comment. 
This breed took the honor of having a larger representa- 
tion than any other breed at the show. Holsteins are be- 
coming popular in Kansas as a dairy breed and there are 
several localities, of which one is Denison, where Holsteins 
are practically the only cattle seen. Real Holstein cen- 
ters are springing up and the breed is being widely ad- 
vertised. There is a widespread agitation abroad to intro- 
duce Holsteins on western Kansas farms as an aid in 
making that semi-arid land pay more profit on the invest- 
ment. Plenty of roughness can be raised almost any year, 
even when wheat and corn fail, and it is argued that Hol- 
steins can turn this fodder into more dollars and cents 
than any other breed of dairy cattle.

The man who uses publicity most generously and 
judiciously is the man who gets the large prices for his 
stock. If there is any sermon that should be preached 
to breeders in the middle west and the west it is the 
need of publicity. The best of breeding is to be found 
in these sections, the best of bulls head the herds in 
many cases, but when it comes to sales, others get the 
plums because their cattle are generously advertised 
and widely known. 

The brillianey of the limelight is determined by the 
size of your ad. hy not make something that will 
really attract the attention rather than have just a little 
spark that is only noticed occasionally? Start a brilliant 
everpresent light of your own and you will find the profits 
more in proportion with your investment and your busi- 
ness.

The Season for Repairing 


HREE things are necessary for success in any breed- 

ing venture. Naturally the first is the stock and the 
second is the feed; the third is the place to keep both. 
We take it for granted that the stock and the feed are 
on hand but are the buildings and quarters all ready for 
winter? In the first place your cows are entitled to good. 
pure, fresh air. Has this been provided? Have arrange- 
ments been made to carry off the foul air as fast as it 
accumulates in the stable? 

In the second place your cows are entitled to com- 
fortable stalls or stanchions. Have these been provided? 
It is only by catering to the comfort of your cows that 
you can expect them to give you the best returns should 
you be looking for profits or records of production. 

In the third place your cows are entitled to a dry, 
warm floor. Is this provided for them? There are many 
little conveniences to be added to the dairy barn that 
mean added comfort for the cows and greater ease in 
doing the dairy work.

Korndyke Rag Apple of Valley 
View carries six crosses to Pontiac 
Korndyke, the greatest bull of the 
breed, and 12 to De Kol 2d, the great- 
est cow of the breed. Every animal 
in his pedigree is royalty itself.

The dams of these calves are well 
bred young cows with good official 
records. I believe these cattle are 
not only good enough for founda- 
tions for western herds but should 
tempt some of the big eastern breed- 
ers out to “good old Denver town.”

A Texas Herd. 


You have asked me for some Hol- 
stein-Friesian news from my section 
of the country. While I am writing 
from Berkeley, Cal., my home is in 
El Paso, Tex., and it is there that 
the dairy herd is located. I am here 
for the present attending the agricul- 
tural college in connection with the 
State University of ‘California. 

Our herd consists of 75 cows, most 
of which are grades. We have been 
using nothing but a purebred bull for 
some years and the young stuff that 
is now coming on shows the remark- 
able effect of this better breeding. 
Six of our two-year-olds have made 
over 40 pounds of milk per day, three 
of them have made more than 45 
pounds each. These heifers were all 
sired by Duke Parthenea, who was 
out of one of our own cows, Mabel 
Parthenea. She has produced over 
15,000 pounds of milk yearly for the 
past five years and in her best year 
she made 19,361.4 pounds and 871.3 
pounds of butter. 

These are all private herd records 
taken from the sheets we have been 
keeping. Records of this kind are 
kept on every cow in the herd. A 
number of the grades are doing very 
creditable work. One, a cow weigh- 
ing 1,750 pounds has given 74 pounds 
of milk per day and several others 
have exceeded 65 pounds. ‘Consider- 
ing the fact that no succulence is 
being fed we think this production is 
very good. 

Our senior herd sire is Changeling 
Tidy Abbekerk Prince, whose sire is 
Changeling Butter Boy, a bull with 
67 A. R. O. daughters. The dam of 
our sire is a 20-pound four-year-old 
daughter of Tidy Abbekerk Prince 
who has 76 A. R. O. daughters, seven 
of them with better than 30 pounds 
of butter in seven days. Changeling’s 
daughters are just beginning to come 
in and are a promising lot, with good 
conformation and they carry good. 
level, roomy udders. 

Our junior sire is a son of King of 
the Pontiacs, from a good daughter 
of Hengerveld De Kol and Josie Van 
Harlingen De Kol, a cow that made 
23.4 pounds of butter in seven days. 
His name is King Pontiac Joe Hen- 
gerveld, and he is a good growthy in-

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WHY CREAM TESTS VARY. 


One of the problems that is most 
puzzling to the average man who is 
selling cream is the variation in the 
butterfat test in the deliveries that 
are made from day to day. The aver- 
age man cannot see why the test 
should not be the same each day and 
the variation of a single point looks 
exceedingly suspicious to him. In 
connection with this subject that is 
of decided interest to every dairy- 
man Prof. Albert Lynch of the South 
Dakota College of Agriculture gives 
the following very excellent advice: 

There are several factors that cause 
variations in the richness of hand 
separator cream—variations over 
which the buyer has no direct con- 
trol and for which he is sometimes 
put at fault. The chief factors are: 


(1) Speed of turning. 

(2) Levelness of the machine. 

(3) Position of the cream screw. 

(4) Rate of inflow. 

(5) Temperature of the milk. 

(6) Cleanliness of the machine. 

Different persons may do the turn- 
ing. One individual often speeds 
along a little faster than the one who 
did it the previous skimming. It is 
a fact that the faster the machine is 
turned, the less the cream and the 
thicker it will be. Even the same in- 
dividual will vary in his turning. The 
chance for “human error” certainly 
applies in turning a separator and the 
test of richness of the cream will vary 
accordingly. 

A machine that is not properly 
leveled cannot do the consistent work 
of one that is set level and solidly. 
The bowl will not turn evenly; in 
some bad cases it will wobble, a thing 
that will vary not only the richness 
of the cream, but wear out the ma- 


chine and. cause it to skim ineffi- 
ciently. 7 m. 
Naturally, if the position of the 


cream screw is changed, the richness 
of the cream will vary. The other 
day a patron informed the writer that 
his son had tightened up the screw 
on the bowl while playing about the 
milk house. Scarcely any cream 
would come out, and what did appear 
was very rich. Ordinary running has 
been known to loosen up the screw. 
These are the little things that the 
patron does not take into considera- 
tion oftentimes when he sees his test 
go down a per cent or two. 

Regulation of the inflow is a fac- 
tor that causes variation in the test. 
If the milk is not turned on full, the 
test will vary because the same pres- 
sure it not placed tipon the bowl and 
the same volume is not passing 
through. This factor is not a very 
important one, as most machines are 
provided with a float that is virtually 
self-regulating. 

Some investigators have shown that 
cold milk is not skimmed as efficiently 
as warm milk. Most dairymen are 
agreed that the temperature of the 
milk should be between 70 and 90 de- 
grees Fahrenheit to insure best skim- 
ming. 

A clean separator will always do a 
better and more consistent job of 
skimming than one that is dirty and 
begrimed. At this time of the season 
no machine ought to be left unwashed 
over night and cleaned up but once 
daily. Parts will become gummy. 
This causes the fat to vary in the

Many 
times if the patrons would study their 
separators, run them according to the 
manufacturer’s directions, and, above 
all, keep them clean, the little varia. 
tions could be accounted for and in 
most instances overlooked. 


HOLSTEINS VS. HENS. 


After the meeting of the National 
Holstein-Friesian Association the Re- 
liable Poultry Journal came out with 
the following announcement:

At 
least the poultrymen have not come 
forward with any figures to refute 
the statements. Under any circum- 
stances they are not so sure that there 
is not a distinction between fowls 
and cows. 

We furthermore thank the gentle- 
men for their second paragraph 
which gives the Holstein breeders the 
credit that is justly theirs in connec- 
tion with the National Dairy Council.

Growing Cattle In the South, 

_The following suggestions for et 
ting started in the live stock hasten 
in the areas being cleared of ticks ia 
the South are given in a recent goy 
ernment bulletin: a 

1. Get Bermuda grass started on 
all pastures. Improve the pastures 
further by sowing some lespedeza and 
burr clover on the uplands and some 
clover or white clover on the bottom 
lands. 

2. Grow more hay aiid other forage 
on which to winter. the stock: or 
erect a silo if you have as many as 
ten dairy cattle. 

3. Bring in good bulls to use for 
grading up the native cattle, 

4. If not able to buy a bull for in- 
dividual use, form a bull club, 

Form a community club or 
county live stock association so that 
members may exchange bulls every 
two years and thus obtain the max- 
imum service from a bull without 
breeding him to his own offspring. 

6. Breed all dairy cows so as to 
calve in the fall. 

7. If possible dip all of the stock 
each spring and fall to keep them free 
of lice and to put their skin in good 
condition. 

8. Never keep a grade bull for a 
sire if a pure bred one can be se- 
cured. : 

Work of this kind cannot fail to 
bear fruit and the thoroughly encour- 
aging part of the whole campaign is 
the fact that Mr. Thomason is an en- 
thusiastic breeder of Holsteins and 
he is also doing everything he can to 
stimulate an interest in this breed 
among his neighbors and the patrons 
of the bank. It will be remembered 
that when the last 40-lb. record was 
made Mr. Thomason proclaimed this 
success by putting a placard under 
the picture of the cow in his bank 
window. It was almost impossible to 
make the citizens believe that such 
a thing were possible and they were 
in the habit of standing in front of 
this picture in open mouthed wonder.

States to the breeders of dairy and 
beef cattle. 

The Orangeburg meeting is to be 
the third of a series of conferences of 
its kind which have been held in the 
south during the past half year under 
the immediate direction of the South- 
ern Settlement and Development Or- 
ganization of Baltimore. The first 
was held in Tampa, Florida, last Feb- 
ruary; the second was held at Moul- 
trie, Georgia, last June. Both were 
largely attended. 

The Tampa meeting was followed 
by an organization of the large land 
owners of Florida and the trunk line 
railroads entering that state and the 
appointment of a Tick Eradication 
Committee with one object in mind— 
the eradication of the cattle tick from 
the state of Florida at the earliest 
possible date. There was raised tor 
this purpose a subscription amounting 
to $60,000 a year for three years or 
until the state should be made en- 
tirely tick-free. 

The Moultrie, Georgia, meeting was 
followed by the formation of the 
Georgia Land Owners’ Association, 
and that association is now engaged 
in raising a minimum of $20,000 a year 
for a three-year campaign, the same 
to be augmented by _ subscriptions 
from other interested sources, and a 
large part of its campaign is to be 
devoted to destroying the tick in the 
state of Georgia. Most of the coun- 
ties of Georgia are already tick-free 
and the movement is spreading rap- 
idly throughout all the states of the 
southeast, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Georgia, Alabama, the Carolinas and 
Virginia. The last three _ states 
named, it is estimated by the Bureau 
of Animal Industry, can be freed 
within a year as it is only in the re- 
mote coastal counties where this 
pest still exists. 

The time that it takes to clear up a 
territory from tick depends entirely 
upon the disposition of the owners of 
the land and the attitude of the local 
government. The federal government 
cannot step into a state till it is in- 
vited. Naturally its funds for the 
work of supervising the dipping of 
cattle are limited. Therefore, it needs 
outside help. It is to educate the peo- 
ple and to furnish the outside assist- 
ance necessary that meetings or con- 
ferences like the one at Orangeburg 
are being held by the Southern Settle- 
ment and Development Organization. 

The interest of the railroads in 
driving out the cattle tick and pro- 
moting the livestock industry is easy 
to see. The railroads run through 
millions of acres of cheap unused 
lands. These lands are especially 
adapted to the raising of live stock be- 
cause of the long growing seasons and 
mild climate and the suitability of the 
soils for the raising of legumes and 
other forage and hay crops essential 
to cheap meat and milk production. 
Livestock will put these idle land's at 
work, bring about diversified farming 
and successful agriculture. The rail- 
roads will have increased tonnage and 
will share in the prosperity of a new 
south. 

Notwithstanding the fact, however, 
that livestock can be grown more 
cheaply in that section than in other 
sections of the United States, the 
north is shipping millions of pounds 
of meat every month to feed the cot-

THE CALIFORNIA STATE FAIR. 


The enthusiasm in Holstein-Fries- 
ian circles along the Pacific coast was 
clearly indicated by the quality, finish 
and number of entries in these 
classes. The encouraging feature is 
the large number of new exhibitors 
and, as my friend Mr. Hughes says, 
“the exceptional quality of animals 
from comparatively new and _ small 
herds that through sheer merit com- 
pelled a division of honors with the 
larger and longer established herds.” 

Mr. Hughes is an editor of long 
experience and he has given such a 
splendid version of the California 
show to the California Cultivator 
that we take decided pleasure in re- 
producing his report herewith. He 
says: 

“The first class to line up before 
the judge, Prof. E. J. Major, was the 
aged bull class. The four bulls com- 
posing this class presented somewhat 
wide variations in type, and first 
honors finally fell to Segis Pontiac 
De Kol Burke, who somewhat out- 
classed his opponents in length of 
barrel, handling quality, and general 
dairy excellence. The extreme length 
of barrel in this bull deceives the eye 
in respect to his depth, but a tape 
line easily reveals the fact that he 
has great depth along with unusual 
length. King Korndyke Hengerveld 
Ormsby 7th, placed second, is a 
showy fellow and of no mean quality 
to stand second in this class. Lord 
Asa, the third place winner, is a mag- 
nificent bull, somewhat coarser and 
beefier than the two above him, ‘but 
with possibly the best heart girth in 
the class and good top line. King 
Korndyke Pontiac, the fourth place 
bull, occupied that position simply 
because the decision on the last three 
places was of the hairline variety. 

“In the two-year-old class Admiral 
of West Lawn was an outstanding 
winner and can be rated as one of 
the showiest two-year-olds yet un- 
covered at this fair.
